Hang-it-yvourself wallpaper is so neat and easy to apply 
that demonstrators at one of the big shows wore evening 
clothes and stayed spotless. It’s ready-trimmed and ready- 
pasted, so all you do is cut off a length, dip it in water 
until the paste becomes gooey, then smooth it on the wall. 

But even though it goes on in minutes, you’d be smart 
to take plenty of time to choose exactly the right pattern 
for your room. Safest choice, if ydu’re merely freshening 
up a room that’s completely furnished, is probably a plain 
or closely blended over-all pattern. But, if you’re waver- 
ing over a fairly large pattern, experiment by hanging 
only one roll. You'll have about 20 minutes to make up 
your mind before the paste sets. Or leave it on overnight 
and soak it off if you don’t like it. Prices are reasonable, 
so your experiment is good insurance. 


Woodwork to blend with paper uses the custom-mixed 
paints which come in hundreds of shades. It’s easiest to 
paint trim first, then hang the wallpaper. And if you’ve 
chosen a bold pattern, it should be centered over the most 
important feature of the room, such as a mantelpiece, a 
buffet, or the head of a large bed. So, look over your room, 
decide which is the focal point, and hang that strip first 
of all. Keep it straight by using a plumb line as explained 
in instructions packed with the paper. 


Popular-priced murals are news?! [his type of wall 
covering used to come only in sets for fairly large rooms, 
often cost hundreds of dollars. Today, some cost less than 
$50 for a section about 8 feet wide. Makes a wonderful 
accent. Then do the rest of the walls plain to match the 
background of the mural; plain draperies, too. Some pat- 
terns are even sold as single panels, specially designed for 
Contemporary houses with lots of windows. 


Nonglaring light bulbs come in several styles. Newest 
have silver-tipped bowls or glare deflectors and are de- 
signed to be used in shaded lamps. Even a well-fitted 
shade can glare if it’s located in a spot where you must 
walk past it and look down onto the tips of the bulbs. In 
the past, the problem was often solved by fitting a circle 
of light-deflecting glass into the open top of the shade, but 
the silver-tipped bulb is almost as effective and a lot sim- 
pler. Use it also in bridge-style lamps where bulb hangs 
downward so its tip is visible when you sit in a low chair. 


Sereens are popular. \W\hether used to shut off a draft, 
hide the dressmaker’s dummy or some other family skele- 
ton, or sheerly for decoration, screens are on the increase 
in manufacturers’ showrooms and in homes. Among the 
ready-made ones are some with black wood frames and 
white translucent panels which have an Oriental look 
nice with Contemporary furniture or with Eighteenth 
Century. Or, if you want to finish your own, there are 
budget-priced screens in three- or four-panel styles all 
ready for you to paint or paper. 

Also, there are flexible screens woven of strips of wood 
or bamboo which range from budget prices up to de luxe 
custom-woven beauties. Height is an important consider- 
ation when you are shopping—some of the best-looking 
screens are as tall as the doorways.

Auto manufacturers have developed new methods of pro- 
longing the life of engine parts. Piston rings, for example, are 
frequently plated with chrome or a similar coating for dura- 
bilitv. Also, it is now known that extreme smoothness of 
bearing surfaces (surfaces which rub together) is not best for 
minimizing wear. Slight roughness seems to be best, since it 
provides the surfaces with a great number of microscopically 
tiny pits which retain oil during operation. It is largely be- 
cause of such improved techniques, plus better metals and 
design, that the old theory of breaking a car in at 35 miles 
per hour is no longer valid

(2) Break the car in, not at one 
speed, but at various speeds at 
which the car will be driven. 

(3) Be sure that lubrication is 
adequate as to quantity, type, and 
viscosity at all times. 

(4) Do not let the motor over- 
heat, and don’t “‘gun” it hard 
when the engine is cold. 

Observing these points, it is pos» 
sible for any owner to break in his 
new car safely and_ effectively 
When the car is completely broken 
in, it will perform efficiently 
Wear at all speeds and in all driv- 
ing situations will be kept to a 
minimum—so will repair bills. 


Seek open road 

As soon as possible after the cat 
has been delivered, take it on a 
fairly long drive on the open road 
Break-in in city traffic is less effec- 
tive. Be sure, however, to drive the 
first few miles at speeds below 30 
miles per hour, so the engine will 
be thoroughly warmed up. Do not 
let it pull hard at any time; down- 
shift whenever the engine starts to 
labor. Pull away slowly from stops 


Jack-rabbit starts are bad enough 


at any time, but they can do serious 
damage during break-in. 

Once the engine is warmed up 
to normal operating temperature 
(your dealer or your owner’s man- 
ual will tell you what this should 
be), speed up to 40. Then, about 
every 14 mile, speed up to 50. As 
soon as the car reaches 50, ease off 
accelerator pressure very slowly to 
40 miles per hour. Do not take your 
foot off the accelerator and coast 
down; keep the engine under load. 
These brief accelerations to 50 in- 
crease the load on the moving 
parts and help to bed them down. 

This kind of break-in is better 
than 500 miles of stop-and-go 
driving following the usual theories 
which caution against exceeding 
some such speed as 30 or 35 miles 
per hour. 


Step up speeds 

When the car has been driven 
200 to 600 miles following the 40- 
50 schedule, speeds can be stepped 
up to 50 for cruising. Again, the 
speed should) vary. Accelerate 
from 50 to 60 every ly mile for at 
least 50 miles. Do not exceed 60 
until 600 miles have been driven 

When the 600-mile mark has 
been reached, it will be time to 
break in for the 60-70 range. Ac- 
celerate from 60-70 every 14 mile, 
slowly dropping back to 60. Do 
this for about 50 miles 

Few of us ever exceed 70 miles 
per hour, so usually it is unneces- 
sary to break the car in above that 
speed. If higher speeds are con- 
templated, wait until there are at 
least 1,000 miles on the speed- 
ometer before exceeding 70. Then 
drive 50 miles in the 70-80 range 
(if vou can find a place to do it 
safely and legally).

1,000-mile minimum 

If at least 50 miles are driven in 
each speed range (40-50, 50-60, 
60-70), the car can be considered 
adequately broken in after 1,000 
miles. The reason it is necessary 
to have longer mileage steps in the 
upper speed ranges is the fact that 
normal traffic and road conditions 
make sustained running at higher 
speeds impossible. So, greater total 
mileage must be driven to insure 
an adequate period of operation 
under the right’conditions. 

After the car has clocked 1,000 
miles, it will be all right to drive at 
high speeds for short distances. But 
it is not really advisable to use full 
throttle for more than a few seconds 
until 2,000 miles are on the speed- 
ometer. In fact, this is a good prac- 
tice throughout the life of the car. 

Do not, for instance, put your 
foot down on a superhighway and 
hold the car at steady high speed. 
Vary your speeds in the interest of 
oil economy and long engine life. 
If you are trying to average 55, do 
not drive at a steady 55. Speed up 
occasionally to 65, then drop back 
to 50 or even 45, 


Watch the oil 

It is extremely important that 
the right grade and viscosity of oil 
be used during break-in. The car- 
maker’s specifications should be 
closely followed. The lighter grades 
are best, since they reach all the 
close-fitting working parts more 
easily than a heavy grade of oil 
does 

Ihe oil installed at the factory is 
usually adequate for the first few 
hundred miles, but the first oil 
change should be made at the 
mileage recommended by _ the 
manufacturer. This is important, 
because metal particles and other 
materials are picked up by the oil 
as the engine is broken in. 

When the oil is drained, it should 
be replaced with the grade recom- 
mended by the carmaker. This oil 
should be drained in accordance 
with the period specified. Check 
the oil level frequently; new motors 
sometimes consume oil until pis- 
ton rings are properly seated. 


Winter warm-up 


If the car is broken in during 
cold weather, special care should 
be taken. Always let the engine 
warm up thoroughly before pulling 
away. Change the crankcase oil 
more frequently than in warm 
weather, say every 500 miles for the 
first 1,200 miles. In extreme cli- 
mates, it is not too often to change 
the oil every 200 miles for the first 
500 or 600 miles. This will check 
the formation of cold-weather 
sludge, an important factor in en- 
gine wear. 

It is a good idea to have a new 
car thoroughly greased at 500 and 
1,000 miles. This will protect 
chassis parts in their initial service 
and lengthen their life.

Detergent improves. soil 


In November of last year came the first report on a 
remarkable compound, PR-51. A detergent or ‘‘wet- 
ting agent,” compound PR-51 has no effect on the soil 
structure. It merely “lubricates the pipes’? so water 
enters the soil more easily. It doesn’t need to be worked 
in, because rain carries it down through the soil. 

Measured by crop response, the results are substan- 
tial. Carrots increased 177 percent, snap beans 31, and 
tomatoes 84 percent. Vitamin and mineral contents 
were also increased. « 

I am convinced that there may be still another bene- 
fit from the use of wetting agents. Plants take in min- 
crals dissolved in soil water. If the water is absorbed 
more casily because of detergents, then nutrient ab- 
sorption would also be improved. This could partially 
account for the increase in yields, 


Find virus control down under 


The first effective chemical control for a virus disease 
has been announced in Australia. 

A disease of potatoes, Virus X, was controlled by 
immersing stems of infected plants in malachite green, 
Treated plants were cither free of Virus X, or infection 
rate was very low compared to that of check plants. 

This may be the opening wedge in an attack on 
virus diseases of other plants. ‘Ihe work was done by 
Dr. D. Norris of the Commonwealth Scientific and 
Industrial Research Organization, Canberra. 


New beauty treatment for lawns 


A new insecticide, dieldrin, promises to bring new 
beauty to vour lawn. Claims for it sound like the spiel 
of a medicine show barker. 

Dieldrin controls an amazing number of lawn pests. 
Ants and chiggers disappear. Sod webworms and 
chinch bugs vanish. Moles that have been tunneling 
under the sod move out. Freed of root-eating pests, 
thin unhealthy grass turns dark green. 

Dieldrin’s value was discovered when a search was 
made to find a remedy for wireworms in field corn. 
LP housands of acres were treated, and the results were 
spectacular. Yield increases of as much as 30 percent 
were reported at a cost of less than $10 an acre. 

Although research workers had wireworms in mind, 
they found that you could use dicldrin to destroy other 
pests, loo In Japanese beetle areas, the grubs died 
overnight. Where larvac of June bugs constitute the 
No. 1 problem, dieldrin did an equally good job. And

In other 
words, a virus, and, in the case of 
polio, a virus which particularly 
seeks out the cells of the central 
nervous system, injuring and often 
destroying them. Yet, so evasive is 
this enemy, even with modern tools 
like the electron microscope, that 
the polio virus can’t be seen clearly 
enough today to make a_ positive 
identification. The ring has largely 
been closed around it by research 
on other viruses which yielded bits 
and pieces of the polio puzzle 

Some 20 years ago, science came 
up with a second shrewd suspicion 
Vaccine experiments had failed, 
and failed confusingly, and the 
men in the laboratory guessed that 
the invisible thing came in two, 
three, or maybe more varieties 
Phe thought complicated the pic- 
ture they couldn't even see, but in 
science the right question is second 
only to the right answer 

In a far-flung research project 
that cost $1,370,000, dragged on 
tediously for three years and, most 
annoyingly, put the Foundation 
in the monkey-raising business, sci- 
ence groped for the answer 


Serious monkey business 


Since the Foundation had allo- 
cated various projects to some 90 
institutions throughout the United 
States and Canada, there had to be 
uniform tools in every laboratory 
if results were to be uniformly dou- 
ble-checked. And the prime tool 
was the monkey. Not at all happy 
about it, the Foundation estab- 
lished a monkey center of its own 
and began distributing more than 
20,000 of the Foundation-condi- 
tioned simians vearly 

Phe work itself was spectacular- 
ly drab. Every day in the week, for 
three solid years, virus after virus 
was tested on monkey after monkey 
“T know of no single problem in all 
of the medical sciences that was 
more uninteresting to solve!” says 
Dr. Harry M. Weaver, director of 
research for the Foundation. **Ex- 
cept, possibly, for one thing,” he 
adds with a broad grin: 

“The physical eflorts expended 
by the investigators to cope with 
the struggles, the dodges, and the 
antics of this horde of primates are 
almost beyond comprehension.” 

Finally, three vears ago, in 
what might be the most undignified 
scientific achievement on record, 
the wrestling with some 50,000 
monkeys did vield the answer 
Phroughout the world, there are 
three polio viruses: Brunhilde and 
Leon, named for the monkey and 
the boy in whom those two types 
were discovered, and Lansing. 
after the Michigan city in which 
the critical experiments had been 
conducted 


The vaccine theory 
But the answer led only to an- 
other seeming enigma. What weap- 
on forged in the laboratory could 
possibly seek out all three of the 
strains of polio virus?

Then it was found that most 
adults have polio antibodies in 
their systems, and the answer 
seemed plain--a_ polio vaccine. 
This was the reasoning: 

Antibodies are the “‘magic” little 
chemicals which protect us against 
many diseases, polio and measles 
among them, by killing the disease 
virus or at least rendering it harm- 
less. Vaccines, which customarily 
are composed of weakened or dead 
disease virus, can’t cause the dis- 
ease, but the body doesn’t know 
that. Once vaccines are introduced 
into the system, the body hastily 
manufactures more antibodies to 
do battle with the “invader.”’ Thus 
when the real and dangerous virus 
strikes, sufficient antibodies are al- 
ready at their posts to meet the 
enemys 

But, as they might have guessed 
from the long, frustrating path of 
polio investigation, researchers 
were led once again into a seeming 
dead-end street. The polio virus, 
it was believed for the most part, 
went directly from nose or mouth 
to the alimentary tract and, from 
there, invaded the nervous system 
Vaccines, on the other hand, 
course through the blood. How, 
and where in the body, could de- 
fender and attacker be brought 
into the necessary collision? 


Bodian’s discovery 


Fortunately, at Johns Hopkins 
and Yale, certain experiments cast 
doubt on the presumed highway ot 
the invading virus. At Johns Hop- 
kins, Dr. David Bodian, associate 
protessor of epidemiology, evolved 
an optimistic new concept from his 
work with chimpanzees and mon- 
keys. As he traced the path of in- 
vasion, the virus did not reach 
brain and spinal cord by way of 
nerve fibers, but entered the blood 
from the alimentary tract 

What happened thereafter was a 
mutual mobilization of attacker 
and defender. In organs closely 
linked to the blood, like the lymph 
nodes, spleen, and kidneys, the 
virus multiplied. In the face of this 
danger, antibodies were rapidly 
produced to attack the disease be- 
fore it could pass through the walls 
of the blood vessels into the central 
nervous system. But, as in any mili- 
tary operation, the assailants had 
the advantage of surprise. Some- 
times, the antibodies couldn't 
mobilize fast enough to hold the 
walls 

Thus, like a grand strategist, 
Doctor Bodian set the conditions 
for the battle. There must be suffi- 
cient antibodies, already mobilized, 
ready to battle, early in the infec- 
tion, in the blood stream. He be- 
lieved that, comparatively speak- 
ing, a small army of antibodies 
could do the job. 

Then, last summer, as polio hit 
again and hit hard through the 
country, at least part of Doctor 
Bodian’s concept was dramatically 
corroborated. In 23 epidemic 
areas, some 185,000 children were

and nervous tissue of monkeys on 
which it was largely cultured were 
highly protein; there was no prac- 
tical manner of separating them 
But virus thus produced might 
cause serious side reaction in pa 
tients serious enough to destroy 
brain tissue at times. Thus, it 
seemed, the Vaccine cure might be 
worse than the disease 

Phen, in New England, a scien 
tist’s scientist devised a lab short 
cut) so important that Doctor 
Weaver terms it “the keystone of 
modern research against polio- 
myelitis.’ In brief, Dr. John I 
Enders, of Harvard Medical School 
and Children’s Hospital in Boston 
managed to grow the polio viruses 
on human and animal tissue al- 
ready growing in test tubes 

This keystone tec hnique helped 
experimenters do various jobs in a 
quarter of the time that the mon 
key tests had taken. Laborators

Doctor Salk lends a hand 


Dr. Jonas FE. Salk of the Univer- 
sitv of Pittsburgh had a brief but 
brilliant scientific career already 
behind him when he began helping 
in the long scientific chore of es- 
tablishing the various types of 
virus. From his experience in de- 
veloping flu: vaccines, it was in- 
evitable that he would tackle the 
bigger puzzle, the climactic one in 
polio -a vaccine. ‘To a layman, his 
goal seemed like a_ self-defeating 
paradox: To kill disease-producing 
properties in the virus and, at the 
Same tUume, refain Ws power to In- 
spire manulacture of antibodies in 
the body 

Phanks to Enders, Doctor Salk 
could) develop practically pure 
viruses of the three polio. strains 
in test tubes without the accom- 
panving perilous nervous tissue 
But he had to go anothe: step, kill- 
ing the virus with formaldehyde 
And when he did that, he also 
damaged its potency in producing 
the necessary antibodies. He was, it

Sut this 39-year-old bacteriolo- 
gist’ recalled another technique, 
worked out for other vaccines, by 
Dr. Jules Freund of the New York 
City Health Department, early in 
the war.

A You should paint all tree wounds that are more than an 

inch in diameter. The paint will keep out moisture and 
fungi that cause wood to rot. Use special tree-wound paint 
or an asphalt emulsion. Paint exposed wood only, not the

To prevent further damage, circle your plants with 
poultry wire from ground level up to first limb.

At what ages do they drink? 

What are their parents’ attitudes? 

Do their parents drink? 

Is parental example a big factor? 

How much drinking is done away from home without parental 

consent? 

What about those much-headlined home parties? 

When do youngsters drink during the week? 

Why do they drink? 

Do teen-agers Commit antisocial acts or get into trouble after 

drinking? 

Do they get drunk? 

How much money do they spend on alcoholic beverages? 

What is the relationship between student drinking and parents’ 

economic status? 

What about those students who drink intemperately? 

In 1952, 10 citizens of Nassau County, New York—stung to 
action by local news stories and a grand-jury charge of excessive 
teen-age tippling took steps to uncover what one citizen called 
“the cold facts behind these heated headlines.”” A $10,000 grant 
was obtained from a foundation, and Dr. Matthew N. Chappell, 
psychology head at Nassau County's Hofstra College, was asked 
to undertake the first, full-scale, scientific study of drinking among 


America’s younger set. 


SURVEY FINDINGS ARE STARTLING 


Doctor Chappell’s findings, completed last September, are as - 
startling as the headlines —but in a different way. 
They suggest that teen-agers are drinking widely, but moder- 
ately. Ninety percent of Nassau County's 29,000 high-school stu- 
dents drink something on some occasions, but only 2 percent drink 
intemperately

Whatis the relationship between 
student drinking and parents’ 
economic status?

In Illinois and North Dakota, girls 
can purchase alcoholic beverages 
legally at 18; boys must wait until 
they are 21. In all other states, with 
some specified exceptions (boys in 
uniform in some sections, for in- 
stance), 21 is the legal age. 

The seller has a problem.” An 
array of figures in the survey sheds 
light on the complaint, voiced with 
frequency over the country, that 
some retailers of alcoholic bever- 
ages exploit high-school students. 


One-tenth of the students ques- 
admitted carrying false 
proofs-of-age. More than half re- 
ported having attempted from time 
to time to purchase alcoholic bever- 
ages illegally. They rarely got away 
with it in liquor stores. In bars, 
they had somewhat better “‘luck,”’ 
and in grocery stores, they were 
frequently successful. 

‘It is clear,’ say the investiga- 
tors, “that the grocery store is the 
place where ‘under-age’ purchases 
are challenged least frequently. 
The liquor stores do the most ef- 
fective job, so much so that only a 
small percentage of students at- 
tempt to buy there before they 
reach legal age.” 

The investigators find it note- 
worthy that, under the New York 
law, penalties for underage sales 
severe against liquor 
stores than they are against other 
establishments. 

The New York law permits 
liquor stores and taverns to sell all 
types of alcoholic beverages. Gro- 
stores can handle only beer 
and are not permitted to sell it to a 
minor even if he brings a note from

I, is impossible to apply these 
findings to the rest of the country, 
because the liquor laws vary enor- 
mously from state to state. At the 
time this survey was made, only 
the seller could be held liable in 
New York. This has recently been 
altered. At the present, New York, 
29 other states, and the District of 
Columbia make it unlawful for a 
minor to misrepresent his age in 
purchasing alcoholic beverages. 

The survey's findings provoked 
instant and diverse public reaction. 
Some Nassau County civic leaders 
and parents found little consolation 
in the fact that teen-agers drink in 
a moderate way. “The shocking 
thing, to put it mildly,” said As- 
District Attorney Phio 
Huntington, “is that so many of 
them do it.’ Judge James N. Geh- 
ring of Nassau’s Children’s Court 
deplored as a “shortsighted mis- 
take” the fact that so many parents 
were allowing their children to 
drink. Said John F. O'Connell, 
chairman of the New York State 
Liquor Authority: 

“T hope no one will view this re- 
port as a reflection on these young- 
sters. I believe they are as sane and 


sistant 


right-minded as any generation in 
history.” 

Asked whether he felt the survey 
findings were applicable to the rest 
of New York State, he said it was 
his “impression”? that in many 
areas there was less tendency on the 
part of parents to grant permission 
for their children to drink. 

Some of the most striking com- 
ments come from the teen-agers 
themselves. The study was no soon- 
er a matter of public record than in 
three Nassau high schools, the stu- 
dents started making surveys of 
their own. In village, the 
social-study pupils interviewed 
3,000 other students and came up 
with a report challenging their 
parents to organize adequate youth 
centers “‘or risk the consequences: 
sex parties, drunkenness, vandal- 
ism, and crime.”’ Nine out of 10 of 
the high-school students questioned 
in this survey expressed the opin- 
ion that “our parents will let us 
down again.” In the words of a 16- 
year-old girl, “They think it’s more 
important to play bridge and 
watch TV than to set up a good 
recreational program for us.”

Pvsie for the “objectivity and 
thoroughness” of the survey came 
from its sponsors, the trustees of the 
Mrs. John S. Sheppard Founda- 
tion, an organization set up in 1950 
as a tribute to the late Jeanie Rum- 
sey Sheppard, a gentle and brilliant 
society woman whom a New York 
Times reporter once called ‘“‘the 
Portia of the New York State 
Liquor Authority,’ on which she 
served as a charter member and 
the only woman member for 17 
years 

“We're confident,’ said Founda- 
tion Board Chairman Eldredge, 
“that Doctor Chappell has de- 
veloped a method that can be used 
all over the country~-a method for 
inducing adolescents to describe 
their experiences without undue 
reticence on the one hand and 
without exaggeration on the other.

“One of the difficulties in this 
area in the past has been that of 
obtaining information which could 
be relied upon as accurate. Any 
other survey which is conducted 
should, of course, follow the same 
technique as this one, so that the 
results may be properly compared 
to the Nassau County survey and 
to other future surveys.” 


I, took Doctor Chappell and his 
staff five months merely to develop 
their method. “One of our earliest 
discoveries,” says Doctor Chappell, 
“was that adolescents will not re- 
spond freely to certain types of 
men. For instance, they do not re- 
spond to me.” 

He was asked, “Why not?” 

“Just look at me,” was his reply. 
Doctor Chappell is a handsome, 
middle-aged man with sunny, 
brown eyes and a full mustache. 
**T look like all their dads,’ he ex- 
plained. “And you know how an 
adolescent acts where his father is 
concerned. He knows what the old 
man thinks about drinking, and in- 
stead of revealing his own thoughts, 
he merely says what he thinks 
Papa wants to hear.

They 
know what these young men think 
about drinking, too, and they shape 
their answers accordingly.”

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Estates, wills, and trusts— 


A basic knowledge—and a lawyer—are musts

I e you made a will? If you have a will, 


have you reviewed it lately, and is it up to date? 
Or perhaps you don’t think a will is necessary 
You may have planned your life insurance to 
give the most help over the longest period, but 
will 


your estate will be shared? 


you or a probate court —decide just how 

In the event of your death, will your estate go 
to your family, or to a relative you've never seen? 

Planning the distribution of an estate is a re- 
sponsibility as great as that of providing life in- 
surance protection for your family. But it is one 
that is too often neglected. The lack of a will, o1 
one that is poorly planned and carelessly drawn, 
may result in heavy death taxes or a disposition 
of the estate without regard to family needs. 

\ carefully drawn will assures division of the 
estate in accordance with well-considered plans 
It protects the heirs and beneficiaries from the 
arbitrary division required by state inheritance 
laws where there is no will. 

Making a will is a technical task, calling for 
the expert services of a lawyer, but every proper- 
ty owner should have a general understanding of 
wills and estates before making the preliminary 
decisions for a will. 

For ordinary purposes, the estate includes all 
property in the dead person’s (decedent's) name 
at the time of death. For death taxes, it also in- 
cludes all property held in joint tenancy, and 
under certain conditions — property which the 
deceased may have transferred or given to others 
It may also include life insurance. 

Estate proceedings, or probate, as the Process 
is legally known, are to clear the property of 
the 
Per- 


sons having claims against the deceased may take 


debts and adverse claims and to establish 


titles and rights of heirs and beneficiaries 


action in probate to prove their claims are truc 
and just. The heirs must show that the will, if one 
exists, is the true last will and testament of the 
deceased. If there is no will, the heirs must prove 
their right to inherit. 

Because heirs do not receive deeds of transfer 
for inherited property, probate is very important 
in maintaining clear title to property. Probate 
records serve as the deed for property received by 
inheritance or will. 

The clearing of adverse claims once referred 
primarily to the claims of creditors, but in recent 
years with expanding federal and state taxation, 
it now also is concerned with the clearance of tax 
claims, principally income and death. If not 
paid, these taxes could remain for years as liens 
against the property. Liens must be removed be- 
fore clear title to a property can be transferred. 


A person who leaves a will is said, in legal 
terminology, to have died testate, while a person 
who leaves no will is legally intestate. 

If a person leaves no will, the state directs the 
distribution of his property according to state 
law. In effect, the legislature of each state pro- 
vides a stock formula for distributing the estates 
of persons who die without leaving a will. 

The disposition that inheritance statutes make 
of an estate may be a very poor fit for the family 
involved. It might often be compared to a size 36 
suit on a size 44 customer, or the figures could be 
reversed. But unlike the customer with the suit 
that is too large and can be tailored to fit, the 


heirs are unable to tailor the law. 


Distribution of estates 


Inheritance laws vary in the states, but most 
prescribe a fixed share for the surviving spouse. 
In some states, it is one-third; in others it is one- 
half, while in some it varies with the number of 
surviving children. The shares going to the chil- 
dren also are set out by law. If children are the 
only survivors, some states give all the property 
to the children and their descendants. If a spouse 
survives and there are no children, some states 
give all of the property to the widow or widower. 

Relatives who are far removed, both in rela- 
tionship and interest, can become beneficiaries 
under the laws of some states. 

In lowa, for example, here is what happens if 
there is a surviving spouse, but no descendants 
and no will. The widow or widower gets the first 
$15,000 of the estate and one-half of the remain- 
der. The other portion goes to the parents of the 
deceased. But if they also are dead, the share then 
goes to their children, who are the brothers and 
sisters of the deceased. If it should happen that 
these brothers and sisters also have passed away, 
the shares are divided among the nephews and 
nieces of the person leaving the estate, and among 
the descendants of these nephews and nicces. 

The distribution of estates under state inherit- 
ance laws is varied and involved. Your attorney 


will know the law in your state 


There are two kinds of death taxes — inherit- 
ance taxes and estate taxes. 
Most states have inheritance taxes levied 


against the persons receiving the inheritances. 
These laws usually give preference in rates and ex- 
emptions to the closest relatives of the deceased, 
Federal estate tax 

The federal estate tax is applied against the 
entire estate, but every estate is granted a basic

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tax begins at the rate of 3 percent 
on the first $5,000 over the exemp- 
tion and climbs to 77 percent when 
the estate exceeds the exemption by 
$10,000,000 or more. 

There is some difference between 
federal and state taxes with regard 
to properties transferred or given 
away before death, but both have 
the same general pattern. 

The federal tax is levied against: 
all joint-tenancy properties; prop- 
erties given away or transferred 
under certain conditions during the 
decedent’s lifetime; and, with cer- 
tain infrequent exceptions, all of 
the decedent’s life insurance. 

It is important to note that all 
property is taxed at its value at the 
time of the owner’s death, not at 
the amount of its original cost. 
Continuing inflation has caused 
many values to rise, and estates of- 
ten are worth many times the 
amount of the original investments. 

Property which may be included 
in the estate for tax purposes can 
be: any property the decedent gave 
or transferred to another person at 
a time, or under conditions, which 
will permit tax authorities to claim 
the action was taken in contempla- 
tion of death; property in which the 
deceased retained a life interest or 
held in joint tenancy; life insurance 
upon which he paid the premiums. 
Life insurance upon the deceased 
for which someone else paid the 
premiums would not be included in 
the estate. 

Debts against the estate and costs 
of administering the estate are de- 
ducted before the federal tax is 
computed. The cost of the last ill- 
ness and burial also is deducted 
before taxes are figured. 


Marital deduction 

A new and exceedingly impor- 
tant deduction, the “‘Marital De- 
duction,”’ was made possible by the 
Revenue Act of 1948. This permits 
a married person to will to wife or 
husband up to one-half of the ad- 
justed gross estate (total remaining 
after all permissible deductions), 
and, if the beneficiary receives an 
absolute and “‘nonterminable”’ in- 
terest in the bequest, the entire 
amount can be deducted before 
computing the net estate for federal 
taxes. However, the will must be 
drawn very carefully to meet re- 
quirements of the law. 

The marital deduction will per- 
mit a carefully drawn will to save 
the entire $9,500 federal estate tax 
on a $120,000 estate. The saving 
increases rapidly with the size of 
the estate. 

Wills which provide a life estate 
to the surviving spouse will not 
qualify for the marital deduction, 
and from a tax standpoint may be 
dangerously obsolete. 

A life estate—the granting by 
will or deed of the use and income 
from a property to a person for his 
or her lifetime—-may have some 
uses. 

If a father, for example, wishes 
to protect his estate for his children, 


but wishes his wife to have the in- 
come and use of the property dur- 
ing her lifetime, he might, in his 
will, give the property to his chil- 
dren with the provision that his 
widow have the use and benefits 
during her lifetime. Under this 
provision, the property would not 
be exempt from estate tax, but 
would be preserved for children in 
that if the widow should remarry, 
no ownership of the property would 
transfer to her new husband. (He 
might share in the benefits of the 
life estate.) She would also be un- 
able to sell the property and spend 
the proceeds for her own use. If she 
and the children should agree to 
sell the property, it could be sold. 


Establishing a trust 

In place of the lifetime estate, it 
is sometimes advisable to establish 
a trust. Under a trust, the estate is 
normally held for the use and bene- 
fit of the heirs, but the rate of use of 
the estate’s income, and any dis- 
position of parts of the estate can be 
made only with the approval of the 
trustees or under terms of the will. 
The number of trustees may vary 
and can be determined by the per- 
son making the will. 

Most states require that any mi- 
nor inheriting or benefiting from an 
estate must have a legal guardian. 
If a guardian is not appointed in 
the will, the probate court will se- 
lect one. The surviving spouse often 
is named the guardian by the court, 
but sometimes an attorney or the 
trust department of a_ bank is 
named. Many attorneys advise se- 
lecting the trust department of your 
bank as the guardian. If a person is 
named, many things may happen 
to cause a change in the person, his 
health, or his financial or ethical 
standards. In a trust department, 
there is a continuity of responsibili- 
ty, although it may not always be 
actually borne by the same person. 

Some of the same factors should 
be considered when choosing an 
executor for your estate. He is the 
person (or trust department) chosen 
in a will to handle the distribution 
of an estate. If a person dies intes- 
tate, the probate court will appoint 
an administrator to conduct the de- 
tails of distribution. Either a man 
(executor) or a woman (executrix) 
may be named in a will, and the 
court may name either an admin- 
istrator or an administratress. In 
small estates it is common to name 
the surviving spouse to handle the 
estate. 

Most states require a bond for 
the person serving as an executor, 
but you may specify in your will 
that the person you name as your 
executor may serve without bond. 
This is done to save the expense of 
the bond which would be charged 
against the estate. Most attorneys 
will advise that the bond provision 
should not be removed, particular- 
ly if the executor named is an in- 
dividual. The great faith you have 
in a friend may be deserving, but

Wills can be changed 


Some advantages of a will have 
been mentioned, but it is impor- 


tant to note that a will can be 
changed. It does not have to be 
delivered or recorded, and com- 


plete control of the property re- 
mains with the owner 

A will can be made to fit your 
particular estate, your family, and 
your plans. It can be flexible, elas- 
tic, and comprehensive, and can be 
shaped to fit any special situation. 

Any person of sound mind and 
legal age can make a will. In most 
states it should be signed before at 
least two competent witnesses who 
should not be beneficiaries of the 
will. 

A will may be changed entirely 
by the writing of a new will, or it 
may be changed in part by an addi- 
tion (called a codicil). Ifa codicil is 
made, special attention must be 
paid to the formality of the signa- 
ture and the witnesses, particularly 
if the codicil changes the original 
will, for the codicil may be chal- 
lenged during probate. A new will 
is usually preferable to a codicil, 
because occasionally there are seri- 
ous contlicts between the will and

Charleston to Columbia 
via UL. §. 176. Columbia to Charlotte 
via U.S. 21. (207 miles.) 

On arrival in Columbia, a visit 
to the state capitol building is well 
worth the time. Other places to 
visit in Columbia include: The 
University of South Carolina, 
located within a few blocks of the 
capitol; the Woodrow Wilson 
Museum at 1705 Hampton Street; 
the First Baptist Church, where the 
South’s Articles of Secession were 
drawn up 

It’s an easy 99-mile ride north 
through South Carolina’s cotton- 
mill country back into North 
Carolina and the city of Charlotte, 
where you'll spend the night 

hifth day. Charlotte to Asheville via 
U.S. 74 (112 miles) 

Spend part of the day in Char- 
lotte. The new, progressive South 
is well portrayed in this lively 
commercial center. Here the Meck- 
lenburg Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was signed more than a veat 
before the national Declaration of 
Independence. A tablet in Inde 
pendence Square marks the spot of 
the original courthouse, site of the 
signing 


A Confederate navy yard was 
maintained at Charlotte during 
the war between the states, and 
this spot can be seen together with 
the place where Jefferson Davis 
convened his cabinet for the final 
time. 

In the afternoon, leave Char- 
lotte and head west through his- 
toric King’s Mountain, site of one 
of the major victories of the Revo- 
lutionary War. An 8-mile dip back 
into South Carolina will take you 
through a military park containing 
relics of the battle which saw 910 
frontiersmen annihilate a larger 
troop of British regulars 

The Piedmont Plains turn into 
hilly terrain as you approach Lake 
Lure, a 1,500-acre fishing lake 
Bottomless Pools, fissures eroded in 
solid rock by stream action, can be 
seen nearby. Chimney Rock gives

an excellent view of the approach- 
ing mountains. It can be scaled on 
foot or by elevator. 

You wind from Chimney Rock 
into the mountains that sit astride 
the North Carolina- Tennessee state 
line. The road disappears into a 
gaping tunnel, and you emerge in 
mid-town Asheville, one of the 
East's leading mountain resorts. 
[his is vour overnight stop: 

Sixth day. In and around Asheville. 

You can easily spend a day here. 
Your best bets here include: Bilt- 
more House and Estate, 50 acres of 
terraces and gardens surrounding 
the tormer residence of George 
Vanderbilt; Riverside Cemetery, 
where the graves of O. Henry and 
Thomas Wolfe are located; Bilt- 
more Industries, homespuns pro- 
duced on hand looms from colored 
varns; Sunset Mountain, toll road 
from Macon Avenue—-fine view of 
Asheville and environments.

Calking is basic for a clean basement 





Inside calking double-seals base- 
ment windows and frames against 
cold winter air, summer's humidi- 
ty. If you paint calk, wait a few 
days for skin to form on surface 





Calked doorframe keeps work- 
shop dust and dirt confined, cuts 
down cleaning chore in rest of the 
basement. Rough framing without 
calk invites insects, dust, and dirt 














Seal up holes where pipes go through walls 





Control basement dust by use of calk around air ducts where they 
pass through walls, as well as around water and gas pipes. Calk is 
flexible enough so it will “come and go” with pipes or ducts as they 
expand and contract. When you calk around sheet-metal work, keep 
major pressure of gun against solid wall for the smoothest sealing job 





Outside faucet is usually unsnug in its hole, whether it is seated 
in masonry or frame. Opening allows entrance of moisture into the 
wall, with resultant rot damage to wood or freezing damage to 
masonry walls. Work calk behind the flange as well as around it, 
so that faucet ends up bedded in a weather-resistant patch of calk 
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Calk windows to control the air they admit

Old calking jobs are likely to be hardened and cracked, since 
some older compounds didn’t stay soft, as modern calk does. Check 
around windows set in bricks, and you'll usually find cracks to fill, 
with wooden or metal sash. For a neat, tight, resealing job, use 
putty knife to scrape away old calk before you apply the new seal

If vour floors 
are uneven, rug cushions will help conceal the irregu- 
lariues.

Types of pads. Yow ll tind a variety of rug cushions 
available in a wide assortinent of prices. The basic 
types of serviceable pads are: rubber; felted hair: and 
combinations of hair and jute, either felted or felted 
and coated with synthetic rubber. See illustrations and 
descriptions at right 


Nonskid for throw rugs. Your scatter rugs need pads, 
too, to keep them from sliding. Youll want to investi- 
gate the special pads for this purpose, also pictured op- 
posite. Many throw rugs now are available with non- 
skid backings, so they can be used without pads. 


Pointers on placement. Your rug pad should come no 
closer than an inch to the edge of the rug, so it won't 
he peeping out anywhere. If the pad is too far from the 
rug edge, the rug will wear and cave in along the 
edges. Be sure the pad isn’t thicker than the carpet, or 
you ll have a ridge where the carpet overlaps the pad. 
If vour pad has an imprinted design on one side, place 
this side down to help grip floor. For glamorous floor

Your going away 
also carries with it the humiliating 
idea that for the time being, at 
least, you preter to be elsewhere 
rather than with him | 

Even a necessary absence, which 
may be a burden to you, has the | 
same implication for a small child 
When vou say, “Stop crying! Mom- 
my has to go to see the doctor,” it 
doesn’t convince him, His experi- 
ence is that grownups have things 
pretty much their own way, and 
they don’t have to do anything they 
don’t want to! 

The child is still not completely 
SOC ialized so he is not primarily 
concerned with your pleasures and 
necessities. Hle has concern only for 
his own comfort. Lo carry weight 
for him, your words and actions 
need to be directed toward the 
meaning which your absence has 
for him—a loss of your care and a 


fear that he is being deserted 


Don’t try to fool them 

Children, the very young as well 
as older children, sense the fact that 
you plan to go out the coming eve- 
ning The bustling activities 
Mother pressing her party dress 
and Daddy rushing in from work, 
shaving, bathing, and getting all 
dressed up— point this out to him 
During the day, he overhears your 


telephone conversations and your 
exchange of greetings with the 
neighbors, “O.K., Jim and I will 
pick you up about then,’ or, 


“Yes, the reviews of the play are 
awlully good. We're looking for- 
ward to it.” 

All of these things let your child 
know that you are going out. There-

moles moved out because they had no grub worms to 
feed on.

Your garden is bigger than you think 


Your garden is probably several million times larger 
than you think! 

Dr. M. L. Jackson of the University of Wisconsin, 
using a new measuring technique, found that a single 
pound of clay has nearly 100 acres of surface area! 

In an acre of soil containing 5 percent of a common 
clay, montmorillonite, the clay to the depth of a plow 
share was found to have a 10-million-acre surface. 

Doctor Jackson described the new method to the 
American Society for Agronomy. It is based on the 
fact that glycerol will flow between clay particles and 
be held at about a constant thickness. By adding gly- 
cerol to clay and determining how much clung to the 
clay when excess was poured off, he was able to esti- 
mate the total surface of the clay particles. 


Junipers are “typhoid Marys” 


Investigations at the New York State Experiment 
Station show that parathion is by far the best control 
for juniper scale. But researchers suggest that you use 
malathion, a similar material, instead. This is because 
malathion is much safer to use than parathion. 

Juniper scale—one of the world’s most widely dis- 
tributed insects—wiped out 85 percent of Bermuda’s 
junipers in the 6 years after it was introduced there. 

Common Red Cedars, Juniperus virginiana, can sur- 
vive invasion by this scale without being badly in- 
jured. But they act like typhoid Marys, and infect 
more susceptible species. 


Spring spray to kill weeds 


If vou seeded your lawn last fall, it’s likely to be still 
too thin, come spring, to keep out weeds. In my own 
preliminary tests, a complex chemical compound 
available as Crag Herbicide looks like a promising an- 
swer to the problem. 

Be sure the grass has been growing for 6 weeks, 
either in fall or spring, before you spray. Only weed 
seedlings under 6 weeks old are killed. One spraying 
will keep your lawn weed-free for 6 weeks. If your 
grass hasn’t made enough growth to smother the 
weeds in that time, spray again. 

One precaution: if you plan to reseed your lawn in 
mid-August, don’t spray after the fourth of July. 


To oust crabgrass from Bermuda lawns 


Crabegrass in Bermuda-grass lawns can be controlled 
chemically, according to tests at the Kirbyville Sta- 
tion of Texas A. & M. 

Equally good results were obtained from three 
chemicals: phenyl mercuric acetate, potassium cya- 
nate, and sodium arsenite. 

Potassium cyanate was recommended for use by 
home gardeners because of its complete safety. The 
other materials require more careful handling because 
they are toxic to humans. 

Best results were obtained when crabgrass was 
sprayed in the spring, in the two- or three-leaf stage.

into a situation of utter chaos in the 
event they didn’t know.

[his is no brief for bossy wives, 
wives who ‘“‘want to wear the 
pants,’ snatch the pay envelope 
and dole out the money, demand 
how much her husband spent for 
lunch, stick her nose into transac- 
tions that are strictly man’s busi- 
ness, sound off on matters she only 
thinks she understands. But it is a 
plea that men stop treating their 
wives like children and start treat- 
ing them as cooperative adults. 

Which brings us to field of con- 
flict five: The wife's desire for money of 


her own 


Man’s reward—money 


When a man works, even at a 
job he despises, he at least knows 
that sweet signal moment when 
he’s paid for what he’s done. 
Housework offers no such concrete 
reward, Day after day, a woman 
performs ordinary tasks, and unless 
she paints the bathroom or shoves 
the furniture about, she can’t even 
see what she’s done. Nobody hands 
her a pale-blue check with her 
name on it, that she may taste 
achievement. Worse, she’s even de- 
pendent upon somebody else for 
the money to buy the soap flakes 
or the furniture polish, that she 
may Work some more! 

lor many wives, this is a fact far 
more wretched than husbands sus- 
pect. [There is a strong streak of in- 
dependence in the average woman, 
particularly if she has ever made 
money of her own. Being contrary 
by nature, at the same time she 
may be infinitely grateful for her 
husband’s sweet shelter and sup- 
port, she is often also chaffing at 
being beholden to her husband for 
every cent in her purse. Above all, 
she hates to ask him for money. 
Not because she’s afraid he’ll beat 
her, or even question where it’s to 
go, but mainly because it makes 
her feel such a stupe, Also, due to 


her very love for her man, her very 
anxiety not to make things hard, 
the casual, “By the way, can you 
leave me a little money, dear?” can 
make her heart bang away out of 
some preposterous sense of guilt. 

Again to quote Miss Kidd: ‘The 
conviction of financial sin lurks in 
almost every otherwise honest and 
upright feminine mind. We have a 
king-size inferiority complex on the 
subject. . So we spend a great 
deal of time in secret, neurotic self- 
accusation Over our guilty extrava- 
gance and sinful carelessness and in 
idle resolves to reform—-and even 
more in plotting ways to conceal 
the extent of our depravity.” 

The moment of asking for money 
seems to reveal that extent. A wom- 
an suddenly wonders, “Is this 
trip necessary? Do I really have to 
meet the girls downtown for lunch, 
and while I'm there see about 
Georgie’s shoes and a shade for the 
broken lamp? Yes, it’s my turn to 
treat. And if I skip either the shoes 
or the shade, it will mean an extra 
trip next week. Of course I could 
try the basement for the shade. .. .” 
Even if the husband is the most 
generous guy in the world, the wife 
will sweat it out, and when he 
cheerfully asks, “‘How much?” 
she'll invariably ask for less than 
she may really want or need! 

One of the most penetrating 
scenes in American literature is in 
Sinclair Lewis’ classic, Main Street, 
where Carol Kennicott sees a hum- 
ble woman begging her man for a 
quarter, and realizes that she, the 
doctor’s wife, is put in precisely the 
same position day after day. The 
picture remains dismally apt. Yet, 
practically its only alternative is the 
allowance, which is not quite as 
bad, but almost, since it implies 
that the wife is still such a child she 
must be ‘“‘allowed”’ only so much, 
whether the doles be daily, weekly, 
or by the month. Yet, barring com- 
plete freedom to write checks for 
cash (a system fraught with pitfalls, 
and often leading to tearful scenes 
at overdrafts), what else can a poor 
gal do? Unless—and_ her heart
